EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claim 30: A method, comprising: 

receiving a position signal via a sensor, the position signal associated with a 
position of a manipulandum, at least a portion of the manipulandum penetrating a 
material within an interface member, the material having a selectively variable density 
wherein the material includes a first layer having a first density and a second layer 
having a second density; and 

adjusting the density of the second layer of the material to be different from the 
density of the first layer of the material within at least a portion of the interface member 
via an actuator coupled to the sensor, wherein the adjusting of the density imparts a 
haptic effect onto the manipulandum as the manipulandum is moved between the first 
layer and the second layer. 
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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Anderson et al. (US 2004/0009459) teach a system for the simulation of 
image-guided medical procedures and methods wherein the simulation provides 
a highly realistic environment which gives a user with the capability to practice 
and/or preplan a diagnostic and/or treatment by providing haptic feedback based 
on the position and/or interactions of medical devices with the interface. 

Madsen etal. (US 6,318,146 B1) teach tissues-mimicking material 
suitable for phantoms for use with at least ultrasound and MRI have sections of 
material in contact with each other which mimic ultrasound and magnetic 
resonance imaging properties of human tissues, and preferably so that the 
phantom can be used for the testing of imaging by various types of medical 
imagers. 

However, none of the prior art of reference individually or in combination 
teach adjusting the density of a second layer to be different from the density of 
the first layer in response to the position of a manipulandum. 

Therefore, the claims 1 - 3 are allowed.
